Of the twenty-one members of the 
School Board, one died, one resigned and 
one was unseated by the Court of Appeals 
which declared his election void. Of the re- 
maining eighteen members, sight absented - 
themselves and refused to attend regular 
meetings of the board, claiming that they 
could thus break the lawful quorum re- 
quired to transact the business of the 
board. The ten, after adjourning regular 
meetings from day to day in a vain effort 
to secure attendance, took the ground 
that as half of the members elect and a 
majority of the members remaining in 
the board, they constituted a quorum. 
They elected a man to fill the place 
vacated by the death of a member at 
large, and now propose to proceed with 
the business of the board while the eight 
absentees propose to fight the acts of the 
majority in the courts. —— 

A majority from the represented States 


was held to be a quorum in Congress dur- , 


ing the war when a dozen States were un- 
represented. But itdoes not follow that 
the courts will declare ten men a quorum 
capable of filling a vacancy ina body of 
twenty-one members when one has died, 
one resigned and one been unseated by 
the courts. 

It must be said, however, that the ten 
members who attend are trying to do their 
duty, while the minority are pursuing the 
rule-or-ruin policy which they adopted 
when they tried in vain to get the Su- 
preme Court to demolish the board.

CAUSES FOR CONGRATULATION. 


The people of this city have especial 
cause for congratulation in the election 
of President of the Board ot Public Im- 
provements, yesterday, which resulted in 
the success of BURNET over JOYCE by a 
large majority.

say that the Methodist Church should recog- 
nize historical orders and admit that it was 
without orders. 

One of the members said that Dr. Phillips 
Brooks himself,a man who stood like Saul 
above the othersin the convention of the 
Episcopal Church, had, declared that the 
proposition was a plete of impotent im- 

ertinence and impertinent linvoteney, and 

e agreed with Dr. Brooks. 

When the debate had been in progress some 
time Dr. Rogers of Baltimore said he thought 
the motion 

TO RECONSIDER 
was not understood. It did not mean to ac- 
cept the proposition, but simply to return a 
more courteous answer than the one which had 
been adopted inthe form ef a committee re- 
port. He moved the previous question. 

Dr. Duncan said the getleman could not 
make aspeech and then moved the previous 
question. He would not consider the motion. 

Dr. Rogers advanced down the aisle and 
said:‘‘Mr.President,I did not make a speech. 
I simply gave my views on this question and 

moved the previous question, and I wish 
the chair would not rebuke me in the pres- 
ence of this conference unless I invade its 
privileges.’’ e 

Bishop Duncan rose and said: Dr. Rogers 
stated his views on the question before the 
house, and then moved the previous question. 
He certainly was outof order and the chair 
simply so declared his motion without any 
reflection upon Dr. Rogers.’’ 

Dr. Candler moved that the question be 
postponed until 12 o’clock in order that the 
memorial might be sent for. Dr. Jones, the 
chajrman of the committee which had con- 
sidered it, had left it at his room, and he did 
not think the conference ought to act without 
knowing just what the proposition of the 
Episcopal Church was. 

The sentiment of the meeting was that it 
knew enough aboutthe proposition and was 
prepared to act. The motion was voted down 
and the previous question was moved. The 
conference decided to suspend therule, then 
to reconsider, andthe motion was made to 
refer the memorial back to the committee 
Which had considered it. 

The further debate which was prompted by 
this motion was simply upon the intent of the 
Episcopal Church in making the proposition. 
It was compared to the lion in the congress of 
animals, which opened its mouth and said if 
the animals all wanted to be one they could 
walk in and be lion. This debate, too, 
was cut off by the previous question and the 
conference then voted against referring it 
back to the committee, the vote standing 116 
to 114. The report was then readopted by a 
vote of 124 to 108. 

Reports from special committees were called 
for, but none were handed in. 

THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATION 

had submitted a report yesterday which was 
before the house when it adjourned, and it 
was taken up. It referred to the application 
of the Texas Conference for a Methodist news- 
paper, which was denied. The committee 
reported against a proposed change in the 
management of the publication house, A 
majority of the committee was in favor of 
continuing the management of the business 
as itis now, with a book agent in charge and 
a general manager. The minority report was 
in favor of appointing two book agents,and in 
order, as two men were neededto run the bus- 
iness, that the conference should have the 
power to appoint both its managers. The 
majority of the committee opposed a change 
because the publishing house was a success 
and they believed in letting well enough 
alone. he welfare of the publishing house 
is an important matter to the church, and 
nearly the entire morning was taken up in the 
discussion of the advisability of ohanging 
the mercantile system in this institution. The 
vote came on the minority report and Dr. 
Duncan was unable to decide on on thé viva 
voce vote who had carried, but on the stand- 
ing vote the minority report was adopted by 
a vote of 139 to 74. * 
REV. DAVID D. WALLER 
of the British Wesleyan Conference took 
leave of the conference, and before he left he 
made ashort address of farewell. He said 
that his attendance had been more than pleas- 
ant; it had been delightful. ‘‘I wish, too, 
he said, to express my pleasure at meeting 
Bishop Keener, who so kindly received me.

Dr. Duncan responded gracefully, and Dr. 
Stone took his leave. 

THE COMMITTEE ON MISSIONS 
submitted its fourth report. Referring to the 
application of the Clinton District Conference 
that preachers should be admitted there on 
trial, the committee suggested that the ap- 
plication be referred tothe committee on ex- 
tension. 

Resolutions requesting that such changes be 
made in the Discipline as to admit the ap- 
pointment of a conference missionary were 
considered, but the committee recommended 
non-concurrence. 

As to the suggestion that the conference 
should take steps lookin to the 
union, of the different forms 
Methodism in foreign countries the 
committee made an verse report. With 
reference to the same subject, which was sug- 
gested by the Bishop of Japan, the 
committee recommended an annual con- 
ference of the representatives of the differ- 
ent branches of M ethodisem there whenever 
in his jadgment he thought such a conference 
necessary. 

Dr. John was opposed to granting such ex- 
tended power to the Japannse at so early a 
‘time in their religious life. The conference in 
China, which had been made a general con- 
ference, had done an injustice to the mission- 
aries, because the native preachers been 
able to outvote them. He feared that if 
the Japanese Conference was given 
equal powers that the game ro- 
suits would follow, because the native 
preachers had not any conference training 
and Were not rn with the 
spirit of the church. ought the confer- 
ence ens give them at least five years more 
before it granted the powers suggested by the

DERAMSBHOP LICENSES, 


Collector Ziegenhein Compares His Collec- 
tions With Those of Mr. Sexton. 


Acommunication signed ‘‘manufacturer’’ 
was received at this office stating that Ool- 
lector Ziegenhein had made a statement show- 
ing how far his collections from merchants 
and manufacturers during the past year sur- 
passed the collections from the same source 
made by H. Clay Sexton during his last year 
in office, and containing a request that 
the present Collector show through the col- 


umns ofthis paper how his collections 
of saloon licenses the past year compared 
with those of Mr. Sexton’s last year in office. 
In response to this note a reporter called 
upon Collector Ziegenhein and asked him for 
the figures. 

„Mr. Sexton during his last year in office 
collected more saloon licenses than I did,’’ 
the Collector replied, but there were 200 
more saioons in the city then than there are 
now. The breweries have since consolidated, 
and the practice of adyancing money to men 
to start saloons in order to seil their beer 
has almost entirely ceased. The result is that 
many saloons which the breweriss were back- 
ing have been closed. Then Mr. Sexton called 
the entire police force of the city to his as- 
sistance during his last year in office, and had 
the saloon-keepers arrested in droves and 
cragged into police stations in order to make 
these collections. Ihave not resorted to any 
such summary methods, and have worked 
without calling in the police department 
to my aid. No doubt dy adopting 
the same tactics I could also have 
collected considerably more money in 
saloon llcenses. While Mr. Sexton 
collected more saloon licenses during his last 
year in office than I did, it wasthe only year 
of the four he served in which his collections 
from that source equalled mine for last year, 
despite the fact that during every year of his 
term there were 200 more saloons in the city 
than there wete last year. During his first 
year, when he and his deputies were new to 
the work, as land my men were last year, his 
collections from dramshops were far less 
than mine, notwithstanding that he 

200 more saloons from which 
tocollect. Incomparing my collections with 
his 1 purposely selected his best and largest 
year which was the last of the four of his 
term. While he beat mein saloon licenses it 
was aboutthe only thing in which I did not 
surpass him and my total collections in the 
license department, including saloon licenses 
and everything else, exceed considerably his 
total collections in the same department. Mr. 
Carl Ungar, who hag charge of that depart- 
ment, can give you the figures.’’ 

Mr. Ungar wasseen and said: ‘*The City 
Comptroller’s report shows that during his 
four years’ service Mr. Sextom collected from 
saloon licenses as follows: 

First year (1885-86) 

Second year (1886-87). 
Third year (1887-88) ceere 
Fourth year (1888-89) 

During the year just ended (1889-1890) we 
collected $800,723.25 from the saloons. 
This is $52 ,976. 52 less than the 
collections by Mr. Sexton during the preced- 
ing year. which was by far the largest of his 
term. Our collections were greater, however, 
than any other year of his term and surpassed 
his first year by $61,211.52, although he had 200 
saloons more from which to collect than we 
had. On merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
licenses we beat his last year $21,587.39, 
and on insurance we surpassed bim by 
$10,594. That means that we collected licenses 
from 105 more insurance companies than he 
did. The grand totals for licenses, saloon 
licenses and all, were: Ziegenhein the past 
year, $1,655,693.53, and Sexton the preceding 
year, $1,602,113.48, a showing in our favor of 
$83,580.05. Comparing our first year with his 
first year we beat him on totals by $215,969.15,’’

It Western Rates Are Not Restored the Mis- 
souri Southern System Will Be Attacked 
by the Atchison— Meeting of the Rail and 
Lake Men Yesterday—The Terre Haute &

CHICAGO, III., May 21.— President Manvel 
of the Atchison Road has thrown down the 
gauntlet to Jay Gould. In a personal letter to 
him he has given the magnate the choice of 
agreeing to an advance in rates or suffering 
an attack on the Missourl Pacific 
Southern system which will make the 
gross passenger earnings dwindle 80 
an almost invisibie figure. The letter 
was written Monday, and was short, sharp 
and tothe point. It gives Gould twenty-four 
hours leeway to declare himself in favor of 
an advance in Western rates. Should he not 
do so, President Manvel wrote, he would re- 
taliate on the Missour! Pacific by cutting the 
passenger rate to Galveston from the Missour! 
River to $l. This would entail an immense 
loss to the Missouri Pacific, far more than the 
loss to the Atchison occasioned by the Mis- 
sour! Pacific’s reduction to Denver. 


Fixing Lake and Rall Rates.

New York, May 21.—Yesterday’s meeting of 
the Trunk Line Executive Committee with the 
Lake men was the most fruitful that has been 
held this spring and the belief is now that 


the lake and rail difficulties will soon be set- 
tied. ‘‘The granger roads are thoroughly 
tired of losing rates,’’ one of those present 
said yesterday, and the great Northera 
railway has come around. Mr. Hill has

general sentiment of the population all favor 
America and Awerican influences, bat with 
the Government the case is quite different. 
The Mikado and his advisers naturally do not 
fancy so much power being gtvén into the 
hands of the people, and In the constitution 
that went into force on February ll of the 
present year the model of the German empire 
was adopted. Japan is now a con- 
stitutional and no longer an absolute 


monarchy. The leading spirit in modern Ja- 
is undoubtedly nt Ito. it was he 
who, along with his future colleague, Count 
Inouye, escaping against orders from Japan 
in the sixties, landed in London to examine 
into the boasted greatness of Western na- 
tious. Profowndiy impressed, trom the 
firat landin by the overwhelming 
superiority of modern civilization to any- 
thing in Japan—the empire which had seemed 
invincible since the rade repulse of the Mogul 
Tartars in the twelfth century—these two 
daring spirits returned to tell their comrades 
how hopelessa struggle against such forees 
would be. Their bold outspokenness neari 

cost them their lives, but finally their advice 
prevailed. ; : 

COUNT ITO’S INFLUENCE. 

The beginnings of Count Ito's Western edu- 
cation were English, and this is the Western 
language in which he and Count Inouye are at 
home.

The 
trade is largely in the hands of the British, but 
the Germans are making inroads upon it.

As Capt. Wells stated in his speech at Grune- 
Wald’s Opera-house, the pulses of 
all the members who are pledged 
to vote aguinst the lottery are 

_ Still being felt every morning and none as yet 
show any.signs of weakness. The lottery men 
are beginning to lose confidence. 


The greatest mistake made by the lottery 
papers intheir championing of the lottery 
was the practice of suppression which was 
adopted. They might as well have under- 
takes tu dam up the gen Mississippi as to 
keep back the flood of sentiment which has 
been 12 in every part of the State. The 
course of the papers in this respect has really 
been helpful to the anti-lottery movement, 
Decause when the people learned of how the 
press had been silenced they began to fear 
that their very liberties were threatened by 
the institution which was endeavoring to ex 
tend its existence for another period equal in 
length to that during which it has degraded 
the people and disgraced the State. 

Up to the present time farmers’ unions in 
thirty-eight parishes have met and passed 
resolutions denouncing the lottery, but none 
of these resolutions, or even notices of the 
meetings, were published by the New Or- 
Jeans papers, until the New Delta was started. 
Inu the parish of Caddo they passed resolu- 
tions, which were signed vy nearly every 
citizen of Shreveport, and yet no notice was 
taken of this fact 7 the press. The meetings 
which were held in towns all over the State 
to denounce the lottery became so numerous 
and were so largely attended that the lottery 
company concluded they would have to take 
more radical measures to keep down the 
growing sentiment against them than merely 
silencing the New Orleans papers. They decided 
to buy up the country newspapers. During 
the past couple of weeks they have purchased 
a numberof these papers, among them being 
the Ruston Caligraph, the Louisiana Journal, 
the Patriot Democrat, the Arcadia Sentinel, the 
St. Landry Democrat and the Journal in Iberia 
Parish. hese. were all anti-lottery papers 
and published in parishes where the senti- 
ment was-viclently opposed to an extension 
ot the lottery company’s charter. In Arcadia 
the only lottery man in the town is the man 
who has been put at the head of the 


stopped for lack of patronage. The editor, a 
man named Kelbourne, filled the last issue of 
which he had charge with anti-lottery litera- 
ture, and when it came out under the new 
Management it soon died for lack of support. 

To sbow how in earnest the anti-lottery 
people in the State are, the publication of the 
Sanner in the Parish of Pointe Ooupee is a 
gzood illustration. By the break of the Mor- 
ganza levee the Banner office was flooded, and 
though there is still three feet of water on the 
floor the paper is issued and delivered to sub- 
scribers every weok. 

To give an idea of the character of the 
meetings now being held daily in the State, 
aud the doings of which are suppressed by the 
New Orleans papers, the meeting at Ruston 
in Lincoln Parish recently will suffice.

Tue President, Mrs. C. C. Hoffman, stated 
that she had learned that Mr. James W. 
Cover, who was present, was the regular rep- 
resentative of the Cameron Union. It was 
the second time in the history of the upion 
that a man had been in the convention asa 


delegate. She wanted to know the sentiment 
ot the conyention in regard to admitting Mr. 
Cover as a delegate. 

A delegate moved that Mr. Cover be ad- 
mitted to all the privileges of the convention. 

Mrs. Abeles raised the point that a man 
could not under the constitution of the union 
be admitted to all the privileges of the con- 
yention. He could not be permitted to vote. 

Mrs. Hoffman wanted to know whether Mrs. 
Aboles desired to amend the motion. 

Mrs. Abeles replied that she merely desired 
to know whether it was possible for a man 
under their constitution to vote at their con- 
ventions. 

Mrs. Hoffman replied: ‘‘Under our consti- 
tution he certainly cannot vote. But is it the 
sentimentofthis convention that Mr. Cover 
shall be admitted as a delegate as far as his 
crippled and limited condition as a man will 
permit? [{Laughter.) 

By a unanimous vote Mr. Cover was admit- 
ted as a orippled and limited delegate minus 
the power to vote. 

Mrs. R. Callahan of Moberly read the report of 
the Second Distriet ofthe Union. Her report 
showed that the district was inereasing dally 
in members.

MILLER AND AULER BOTH AT THE HEAD OF 
THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Secretary Wash Says He Will Recognize Mr.

Mr. Holmes was unanimously elected 
Chairman and announced thata quorum was 
present and that the board would proceed to 
the transaction of business. 

Director Richardson moved that the remarks 
made by Messrs. Macklin and O’Connell at 
the last regular meeting on the Kelly-Stand- 
ing contest be expunged from the records. 
Mr. O'Connell objected to what he said being 
wiped out, and Mr, Macklin’s remarks only 
were expunged.

TURNER'S TRICK. 


The Swindling Operation Exposed—The 


Seattle Fire Donations. 


New YORK, May 21.—George 8. Turner was 
arrested in this city last nighton a telegram 
from the Chief of Polico of Seattle, Wash., 
charging him with the larceny of $15,000. It 
seems that when Seattle was nearly wiped out 
by fire about a year ago, a cry for ald brought 


thousands of dollars from all parts ot the 
country,whieh money was piaced in the hands 
of a distributing committee. One of the mem- 
bers of the committee was George McCourt, 
who had been known as a reputable 
business man. In his district McCourt met 
Turner, who had started a store, and it is al- 
leged that the couple united interests and all 
the supplies for McCourt’s district were sold 
through Turner's store. For every $5 worth 
sold a bill for $106 worth was sent to the Dis- 
bursing Committee. These bills were certi- 
fled by Turner and the two divided the profits. 
The total amount thus abstracted is over 
$15,000. Investigations caused the indict- 
ment of the two men. McCourt was arrested 
and held for triai in Seattle, Turner fled to 
New York. In Jefferson Market Police Court 
this morning Turner refused to make any re- 
ply to the charges and he was remanded to 
await the arrival of requisition papers.

9 THE SESSION. 

After the convention had been called to 
order this morning and the minutes 
read, Mr. Charles R. Faben, 

Toledo, O., read the President's 
address. Mr. E. J. King 
Jacksonville, III., who was elected 
President of the association, died during the 
year, and Mr. Faben, as First Vice-President, 
gucceeded to the office. Mr. Faben said that 
the efficiency of the electric light had become 
generally recognized, and for the lighting 
of streets or large places it was unqguestion- 
ably the bestsystem. The incandescent lignt 
had also found its sphere and could be used 
in. places where gas could not. 
Still there was a large fieid left 
for gas, and its uses were daily increasing. 
For heating, cooking and various other pur- 
poses it was becoming dally more popular, 
and it would retain much of 
its usefulness as 11 light. Then 
Mr. Faben spoke of the advantages of gas as. 
gociations and the good they have done and 
urved a full attendance at all meetings. The 
Western Gas Association had lost 
by death during the year its 
respected President and four other 
members. The speaker appointed a Commit-. 
tee on Memoriaison the deceased members 
and gave a recapitulation of the papers to be 
read at the meeting. The presenting 
of applications for membership, balloting on 
applicants and introducing new members were 
deferred until to-morrow and so was the 
hearing of reports of standing and special 
committees. 

MR. EGNER’S PAPER. 

The reading of a paperjon ‘‘The Abuse of the 
Patent System’’ by Mr. Frederic Egner, 
engineer of the Laclede Gas-Light Co. of St. 
Louis, was then made the special order of the 
session. Mr. Egner stands at tne very top of 
his profession and his interesting paper re- 
ceived the close attention of the convention. 
He sald that if his paper had the effect of 
arousing the people interested to 
the baneful influence of the patent system and 
checking them he would be happy and the 

urpose of the paper would be accomplished, 
Te did not want to be misunderstood, how- 
ever, andthat much good had been accom- 
plished by stimulating the inventive genius of 
man might be seen by any one 
would look about and compare the state of 
civilized nations with thatof the half civil- 
ized or barbarian people of the world and re- 
flect upon the cause. It was a mistake to give 
the whole credit to religion and education, 
for while they had done useful work they 
had not helped man to the ease and 
comfort now enjoyed by the large majority of 
the people. Inthe early days of religion and 
limited education inventors were called sor- 
cerers, and were treated accordingly. But 
light finally came. The patent system had 
stimulated invention, and while there had 
been a few useful inventions before its adop- 
tion, most of the inventions followed its in- 
troduction. Y 

Then Mr. Egner dwelt on some of the great 
inventions. First came thefprinting press, 
which brought on the newspapers, and too 
much could scarcely be said in praise of the 
newspaper, the educator and molder of the 
opinions of the masses. Though the power of 
the press was sometimes, like the patent sys- 
tem, prostituted to selfish ends, it had, on the 
whole, done more good in

than sword or gun, warriors or orators. He 
could conceive of no more noble calling than 
that of the newspaper man, from the con- 
scientious reporter up to the able editor and 
manager. They might indeed exclaim 
with Oxel-Oxenstierna, „The pen is 
mightier than the sword.’’ The inventive 
genius of man gave the world the press and 
movable type, the steam engine, steamships 
and railroads,the last named one of the great- 
est of all civilizers and beneficial institu- 
tions ot the world, although it, too, 
had been more or less abused. 
Railroads had developed the great 


/ North American continent and opened homes 


for Millions of people. The introduction of 
Qe was admitted to be one of the most useful 
of all inventions, and had done much in the 
cause of morality, the safety of person and 
property and the comfort of man. 

The pager then took up the consideration of 
the abuse of the patent system. Mr. Egner 
said it was abused by two classes, the self- 
deceived and the deceivers for gain. He 
then went on to relate Instances. First he 
took up the case of a gas econo- 
mizer company. having a workin 
model of carbureter protected by letters o 
patent, which gave it prestige it did not de- 
eerve. The company incorporated in Illinois 
with an office in East St. Louis. 
Thie company soon disappeared, leavin 
1 number of victims who ha 
been deceived by the supposed value of its 
patent. Then he related a scheme, which 
followed, to make gas by decomposing water 
by means of acid and zinc, 
eorbureting the linerated 

means of gasoline 
exhipition of the 
mixture, which, of course, gave a brilliant 
light. The method was almostas old as gas 
making itself, but was not used beeause it did 
notpay. Without a patent this scheme could 
deceive no one. Buch practices. 
paper. denounced as swindies, 
said that there should be 
LAWS MADE TO PREVENT THEM. 
Other States should adopt a gas and electric 
light commission similar to that of Massa- 
chusetts to protect the consumers and pro- 
ducers of gas. The paper nexttook up the men 
who misrepresented the cause of making gas; 
making no allowance forjwear and tear to the 
mainsand apparatus anda thousand other 
incidentals. Legislators were frequently de- 
geived by these men and passed unjust laws. 
In conciuding his remarks Mr. Egner said 
the patent system and the United States 
Pa Office 1 
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force atthe patent office was not half large 
enough to transact ite business. Its abuses 
with reference to the gas industry could best 
be prevented by a commission similar to 
that of Massachusetts. After a long 
discussion on the paper the convention ad- 
ourped for dinner.

The Street Commissioner has under 
his special charge the reconstruction, 
repairing and cleaning of all streets, alleys, 
public places except parks, andthe present 
Commissioner is Chairman of the Oommittee 


on Streets and on Railroads, and a member of 
the Committee on Oity Lighting and on Harbor 
atters. 

The Sewer Commissioner has charge of the 
construction, repairsand clearing of all pub- 
lic and district sewers, inlets, manholes and 
all other work of this character. He is chair- 
man of the Oommittee on Sewers and on 
Piumbing and a member of the Committee on 
Railroads and on Fublic Buildings. 

THE WATER COMMISSIONER 

He has under hie control the pumping ma- 
chinery, reservoirs and water pipes and all 
the property connected with the Water- 
works. He exercises a general supervision 
over the entire Water-works Department, 
excepting the collection of water rates. He 
is chairman of the Committee on Water-works 
and a member of the Committee on City 
Lighting. 

The Harbor and Wharf Commissioner has 
under his charge the construction and 

REPAIRS OF DYKES, 

wharf and river bank, and is specially charged 
with the execution of all ordinances of the 
city which relate to steamboate and all other 
boats, vessels and rafts. All matters con- 
nected with the improvement of the harbor 
and the removal of obstructions are under 
his care. He has charge of the street olean- 
ing and scavenger dump boats, must approve 
ail applications for leases or privileges on the 
wharf, and in connection with the 
Comptroller can lease at his discretion any 
portion of the public wharf, The present 
Commissioner is Chairman of the Committees 
on Harbor, Oity Lighting and Work-house, 
and is a member of the Committee on Public 
Buildings. 

The Park Commissioner has control of all 
the public parks and places ahd squares of 
the city except Lafayette and Tower Grove 
Parks. The present Commissioner is chair- 
man of two committees, Parks and Public 
Buildings, and isa member of the Committee 
on Work- house. 

There is a popular impression that all the 
members of the board must be civil engineers, 
This is incorrect. The charter provides that 
only the Sewer and Water Commissioners 
shail be civil engineers. Neither the 
President of the board, the Street, 
Harbor and Wharf or Park Commissioners 
are required to possess this qualification. 
The office of President of the board is 
one requiring executive more than 
engineering ability. Whatever neces- 
sity may have existed years 
ago for the appointment of a civil engineer as 
Street Commissioner does not, it is cleimea 
by many, exist at the present time. The civil 
engineers insist thatthe office properly be- 
longs to a member of that profession. 


How to Dispose of Garbage. 


To-morrow evening the Sanitary Committee 
of the House of Delegates, composed 


of Delegates Grassmuck, Sievers, Bogard, 
Kramer and Huber will leave for St. Paul, 
Minn., to investigate the system employed in 
that city to dispose of garbage. 
Mayor Noonan recentiy sent a special 
message to the House, urging that something 
be done at once to improve the present sys-. 
tem. As it is at present the refuse is 
dumped in the river from the scavenger 
boats and very frequently it is not carried off 
by the currents and offensive odors result, 
particularily in the summer season and 
the owners of excursion boats and others 
having business on and along the river have 
made frequent complaints and urged that 
the eviis be remedied. Since the 
Mayor called the attention of the 
House to the necessity of taking 
some action the House Committee on Sanitary 
Affairs bas been discussing the subject. A 
Buffalo firm interested in the manufacture 
and sale of 1 device for cre- 
mating garbage sent a represen- 
tative to urge the adoption of that 
systom. It le us ed in St. Paul and the com- 
mitteewill gothere to investigate its workings. 


The General Appropriatien Bill. 


The Ways and Means Committees of 
the House and Council have a respon- 
sible task to engage their at- 
tention.

THE SARATOGA CONFERENCE, 


Proceedings of the Presbyterian Assembly 
This Merning. 


SARATOGA, N. T., May 21.—The time of the 
Presbyterian Assembly this morning was oo- 
cupied in hearing the report and recom- 
mendations « of the board of 
foreign missions. Dr. David J. 
Burrill of Minneapolis, Chairman of the 
Standing Committee, read the report. The 
total number of missionaries now in the 
field is 1%. The work in China 
was especially encouraging, notwithstanding 


the relations between this Government and 
China. The result in Corea is almost mar- 
velous. The treasurer’s report was of 
a less cheerful nature. The receipts 
of the board from all sources during the 
yoar were $794,066, a decrease of $58,749 over 
last year, and of $107,095 in 1887. Deficit car- 
ried forward to the new year, $60,275.93. The 
number of churches contributing is 8,744, a 
falling off of 13. The contributions of the 
women’s committees and Sunday-schools 
saves the deficit from being even 
larger. Never but once before has 
the board been so encompassed with trouble. 
Something must be doue to raise money. 
There can and will be no retrenchment. 
Over $1,000,000 is needed for the com- 
ing ear. We are perplexed but 
not n si’ “> cast down” but 
not destroyed. We put it on the Assembly to 
devise some means of assistance.’’ It was 
asked that a special committee be 
taken in the chure some Sabbath 
in June or October. The Moderator here 
requested Dr. Crosby to take the platform. 
The Assembly rose and stood while Dr. 
Crosby offered a prayer. Dr. Burrill then 
made a stirring address in support of the 
recommendations of the report.

AN OUTLAW’S PLEA. 


Facts Upon Which Abe Buzzard Beligs to 
Secure His Pardon. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Dtsraron. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 21.—A special dis- 
patch from Harrisburg, Pa., says thatthe 
Board of Pardons is hearing the plea of Abe 
Buzzard, the famous Lancaster robber, who 
since 1885 has deen confined in the Eastern 
Penitentiary. This is the prisoner's second 
plea for a pardon, the first having been re- 
fused. His counsel, H. B. Hassler, presents 
affidavits to prove Buzzara’s innocence of the 
burglary for which he was indicted. 
Buzzard had given himself up on 


the hope of showing his imnocence and 
getting pardoned. fie, Ike Buzzard and 
a number of companions {were sentenced on 
December 12, 1835, by Judge Livingston to 
serve out in the penitentiary their unexpired 
terms, plus fifteen months for jail breaking. 
For Abe it meant thirteen years lacking one 
month. The whole band had twice escaped 
from the Lancaster Jail by the connivance of 
akeeper. Abe Buzzard’s plea of innocence 
rests now, as five years alo, on the deathbed 
confession of the woman who, from jealous 
spite, testified falsely to secure his imprison- 
ment. It was a strange story of unrequited 
love, ot revenge and of hairbreadth escape. 
Mary Goodenderfer, a young married woman 
of Lancaster, had tried to win the love of the 
stalwart and handsome outlaw, who was also 
married. He would have nothing to do with 
her and when the Steinmetz burglary oc- 
curred in Clay township sheswore to his com- 
plicity tn it, implicating herself as the recip- 
lentof the goods. Although the testimony 
was far from conclusive a verdict of guilty 
came principally in obedience to popular in- 
dignation against the gang of which Abe was 
the leader. A sentence was pronounced in 
addition to and of four years for complicity in 
the Quarryvillerobbery. This heavy sentence 
was too much for the outlaw's spirit, and he 
repeatedly defied prison bars in a way that 
set mysterious rumors afioat of divine inter- 
osition. It was this defiance of the author- 
ties that prevented his lawyer, Jacob 
Amwake, from using his knowledge of Mrs. 
Goodenderfer’s — * to secure pardon. 

Rumors of a confession were first circulated 
by the robber-chief’s friends and hence were 
little headed. It was not until shortly be- 
fore Abe’s surrender to the authorities in 1885 
that Amos Rutterand other prominent citi- 
zens of New Holland had sufficiont beilef in 
the story to investigate it. It came out then 
that Mary Goodenderfer after serving out her 
sentence had tried to reform and had come to 
work at the house of Mr. Amwake. 
While there she died, and on her 
death bed confessed to Amwake 
that in her testimony against Buzzard 
she had perjured herself. It was 
the assurance of pardon, based upon these 
facts just brought to light that induced Buz- 
zard to give himself up, and when he had 
again voluntarily taken is place in the same 
old cell, he was asked what the old woman 
had against him. His reply was: ‘‘She 
wanted to get me away from my wife. She 
was then living with a man who was not her 
husband, andshesaia if she did not get me, 
she would ruin me.’’ Knowledge of the 
woman’s confession became widespread, and 
there was a popular reaction in favor of the 
fearless outlaw. Why, under these circum- 
stances, the court took no recognition of the 
facts has ever been made clear.

GOULD’S ANXIETY 

to secure the ‘Frisco Road is said to have 
been very great, for the reason that the 
control of it in any other road’s hands, 
and particularly the chison, would work 
harm to the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
system. It opens up the entire southwest for 
the Atchison, whereby it can compete witn 
the Iron Mountain and Missouri Pacifico and 
through the Atiantic and Pacific. A part of 
the Frisco system, it will reach the golden 
shores of the Pacific ocean, an opening the 
Atchiso has long desired. On the 
east th control of the ‘Frisco gives 
the Atchison an outlet over the Pennsylvania 
and Chicago & Alton Roads. Some have gone 
so farasto say that these two last named 
roads were even instrumental in bringing 
about the sale, the Pengyivania thus being. 
enabled to extend its system west of the Mis-

United States Officers Can Not Arrest Crimi- 
nals in Indian Territory. 


KINGFISHER, I. T., May 21.—Since the pas- 
page of the territorial act, May 2, the United 
States authorities have no power to arrest 
criminais, as evidenced by the following: 
Monday Samuel Moore, residing in Black Jack 
County, shot and killed Samuel Griffin. The 
trouble arose over a title to a claim. A few 
days ago Griffin went to Moore’s house and 


drove bis wife into the yard. Returning Mon- 
day, the quarrel wus renewed and Griffin 
attempted to shoot Moore, but.the latter em- 
tied a shotgun into bim, Killing his assailant. 
Moore then came here and offered to surren- 
der himself to the authorities. The United 
States Commissioner refused to issue a war- 
rant on the ground that since the passage of 
the territorial act he has no jurisdiction. The 
United States Marshal had no authority to 
hold him and the military commancer refused 
to have anything to do with it.

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| SIX MURDERS LAID AT THE DOOR OF JEAN 


PAUL SOQUET- 


Three of His Vietims Were His Wives—The 
Means by Which His Many Crimes Were 
Perpetrated—How He Managed te Con- 
ceal the Evidences of His Guilt—A Sen!“ 


Paid for It. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 
8 BHLAND, Wis., May 21. 
—Six murders are laid 
at the door of Jean Paul 
Soquet, who after a 
long trial in Winnebago 
County has just been 
| convicted of the murder 
ot his second wife. Three 
of the persons whose 
sudden and mysterious 
death? were laid at So- 
quet’s door were his 
wives, The first crime 
with which he is charged is killing his little 
son by hurling him down a flight of stairs with 
the avowed intention of taking his lfte. The 
child’s mother caught up her boy as he lay 
bleeding and mangled and started for the 
priest’s house, but the little lad died in her 
arms before she reached her destination. This 
wite soon followed her son, having, it is said, 
been put out of the way for Mrs. Soquet No. 2. 

MRS. BOQUET KO. 2. 

At this time the Soquet family were living 
on a farm in Brown County, seven miles from 
Green Bay. August Mansart and wife were 
Rear neighbors. Mansart died suddenly, and 
when his body was exhumed eight grains of 
arsenic ,were found in his stomach. Two 
weeks after Mansart’s sudden demise, Mrs. 
Soquet died with the identical symptoms ac- 
companying the deathof the farmer. After 
quite an interval her grave was opened, but 
it was found that the body had disappeared. 
In the meantime Soquet and Mrs. Mansart 
were married, but they could not agree and 
the woman began proceedings for a diyoroe, 
during which she disclosed many of 
ber husband’s _ secrets. She charged 
Soquet with having murdered Man- 
gart by mixing arsenic with 
some griddle cakes. While Soquet’s wife, 
she of course was not a competent witness 
against him, and the guilty man rested easily. 
However, a divorce seemed so probable, that 
on the evening of December 3], 1886, he went, 
revolver in hand, to Mrs. Mansart Soquet’s 
home. From that day not atrace has been 
seen of the woman, although a letter bas been 
received purporting to come from her, stating 
that she was alive. 

A HORRIBLE SUSPICION. 

Neighbors allege that they heard shriexs in 
the house. Signs of a struggle and blood were 
found in thé house, and the track of a hand 
sied from her house to his. The little grand- 
children of Soquet say: Grandpa baked two 
whole nights in the oven, but he did not 
bake any bread.’’ 

The statement of the children can lead to 
but on horrible conclusion. Another fact 
against the bellef that she fled ia that she did 
not take with her a quantity of jewelry and 
money she had coucesled. 

That Soquet robbed his second wife’s grave 
and reburied her on his farm is satisfactoriiy 
established by circumstantial evidence. One 
of his sons while ploughing turned up a 
woman's arm. On the finger he was horri- 
fied to discovera gold band that he recog- 
nized as his mother’s ae ring. The 
frightened son fied, and never having been 
seen in this section since, his death is also at- 
tributed to Soquet, although that can- 
not be substantiated. In 1887 Soquet was 
arrested on a charge of murdering bis second 
wife fourteen years before. He was found 
guilty and was sentenced to State prison for 
life. After „ a Whlle a new trial was 
granted him and it was taked from Brown 
County to Winnebagojon change of venue.

ITHACA UNIVERSITY. 


The Effect of the Recent Decision of the 
Supreme Court. 


IrHaca, N. T., May 21.—A representative of 
the Ithaca Journal called upon President 
Adams yesterday to obtain from him an ex- 
pression of opinion upon the status of the ad- 
verse decision inthe McGraw-Fish case. in 
ans wer to the general question as to how the 
news of the decision had been received by the 
university authorities, and, as to what its 


effect on the prosperity of the university 
would be, President Adams said: 

»The decision, of course, does not take us 
altogether by surprise. The unanimous opin- 
ions of the two courts below bad prepared 
our minds for the oontingency of this result. 
Butitis a great blow tothe university. It 
does ust cripple us for the reason. that we 
have not been using any of the money. More 
than a million dollars of the bequest isin our 
treasury, but the income of it has been regu- 
larly added to the principal so that no part of 
the fund has ever been used for university 
purposes. The a bgt tothe university is in 
the fact that it will now be impossible to do 
many very desirable things that with the help 
of this bequest we could have done. All the 
income of the university is annually used for 
current expenses. It is impossible to add 
new buildings without encroaching either 
upon our principal or upon our 
other appropriations greatly needed for the 
various departments. Our income is mort- 
gaged $20, a year ts pay for the chemical 
laboratory. Wearein great need of a build- 
ing forthe college of agriculture, of another 
for the school of law. and of another for an 
art muteum. But unless some friend of the 
university now comes to the rescue I do not 
see where these buildings, 80 greatly needed, 
are to cometrom. If we had won the cause 
—— decided against us the general fund would 

ave been relieved of the cost of carrying the 
administration of the university library, 
which is about $20,000. Fortunately the new 
library building and a fair sum for the pur- 
chase of books are provided for by the gener- 
ous gift of Mr. Sage. So far from being rich the 
university has really many and great needs. 
We have a magnificent opportunity, and it 
seems an unspeakable pity that the means of 
hes Wa out ovr problem should not be at 
hand. i

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A MIDNIGHT TRAGEDY. 


A Wrongea Hesband Kills His Wife and Her 
Parameur at Jessup, Ga. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DIsPpaTcn. 

Jussur, Ga., May 21.—A frightful tragedy 
took place at midnight, resulting in the death 
of Mrs. T. P. Littiefield at the hands of her 
husband, and the mortal wounding of County 
Surveyor McCall of Ware County. J. M. Me- 
Call, County Surveyor of Ware County, came 
to Jessup from Brunswick about 10 o’clock 
p. m. and stopped at the Littlefield house. He 


retired to his room an hour laser. After stay- 
ing im bed fortwo hours he came out and 
went down stairs in his night-clothes and 
asked for Mr. Littlefied, but could not find 
him. He then went to Mrs. Littlefleld “s room 
door and knocked. She admitted him. Mr. 
Littlefield was on the front porch watching 
him, and finding them in a compromising sit- 
vation, he rushed through the window into 
the room and shot bie wife just over the left 
eye, killing her instantly. She never spoke. 
He then shot Mr. MoCall four times. One ball 
struck him in the lip just under the nose, one 
in bis right side, one in the left shoulder 
and one in the small of his back. McCall ran 
fromtbe room where he was shot into the 
room where Mr. Surrency was asleep and fell. 
Medical aid was summoned at once, but he 
died at 2:20 a. m. The shooting occurred ata 
few minutes before 12 o’clock. Mr. McOall 
was about 50 years old, with a large family, 
having grown children, and the family stands 
very high in the estimation of the com- 
munity, Mr. Littlefield la about the same age. 
His wife was about 45 years of age. They 
came from Massachusetts, and bave been liv- 
ing in Jesup for twenty years.
